Parking Discussed 


On Thursday, September 7, the 
senior members of the student 
council met with members of the 
administration to discuss 
matters of school policy. Besides 
the seven council members, 
present were Jack Warner, 
student council — advisor; 
Superintendent of Buildings and 
Grounds, Ron Sevigny; Business 
Manager, Ron Etter; and Dean 
of Students, Churchill Stafford. 


The parking situation was 
discussed and the problem of 
space should ease as cars are 
pooled and students stop coming 
to class. The same problem arose 
last year at this time and quickly 
ironed itself out. The yellow lines, 
naturally, are reserved. White 
lines mark student parking. 
There will soon be signs marking 
tow areas and restricted areas. 


Speeding on campus was the 
major topic of the day. Ron 
Sevigny proposed a scale of 
increasing fines to be paid to the

favor of the following plan: First 
Offence—warning; Second 


__Offence—$2.00 to be paid to the 


school; Third Offence—violation 
to be referred to the local police. 
The campus speed limit is 20 
mph. 


In other business the council 
voted unanimously to loan Sue 
Horowitz $2500 for the student 
emergency loan fund. This is 
done every year and is a mere 
formality. The possibility of 
purchasing bike racks out of 
student activity money was 
brought up but no definite course 
of action was decided: upon. 
Apparently the school is either 
unwilling or unable to pay for 
these bike racks so if they are to 
be procured they must be paid for 
by the council. The remainder of 
the 2 hour meeting was spent on 
an informal discussion of school 
rules. 


Ron Sevigny said that the grass 
is okay to walk on and he said he 
would instruct his _ staff 
accordingly. There is no smoking 
or eating in classrooms and 
corridors, at least for the time 
being.

vital to the protection of physical 
property for which the taxpayers 
paid and are paying a lot of money. 
“The tendency of the educational 
bureaucracy, like all other govern- 
mental bureaucracies, is to sprangle 
and spread. It is like a garden that 
was planted in orderly rows and 
beds, then was permitted to grow 
without controls and to which ad- 
ditions were repeatedly made. In 
even a short time this procedure 
produces a wilderness of confusion 
that can be restored to useful order 
only by cutting away here and 


digging up there. 


‘‘When funds are cut, the slashing 
and digging become imperative. The 
result can be a healthier and more 
useful growth. This is why we have 
repeatedly argued that budgetary 
controls on public education are both 
just - to taxpayers - and necessary - 
to better education.”’ 


The above editorial appeared 
in the August 22, 1972 issue of The 
Lawrence Eagle Tribune. Are the 
attitudes presented in this piece 
representative of the 
conservative view of higher 
education in this country? I think 
that they are. 

The argument in the editorial is 
simply this: In order that 
education may have a “‘healthier 
and more useful growth’’ funds 
must be cut. One of the mistakes 
in this thinking is that of likening 
the institution of learning to a 
“governmental bureaucracy”’. 
Granted it is a bureaucracy, 
although there are signs that it is 
breaking down, but unlike its 
governmental relative its growth 
has advantages. 

The editor’s dream of an 
educational institution that 
remains neat and orderly or, if 
you wish, stagnant is just that, a 
dream. The additions and 


“‘weeds’’ found in all educational 
institutions could enhance it and 
offer something to its creative 
growth. Education in institutions 
and should not 


cannot be 


confined. Education itself is 
growth and change. The 
institution which houses it should 
also be capable of growth. 


It is not so much the idea that 
funds must be cut that is 
disturbing, but the rationale used 
to justify it. 


Let’s face it, you don’t nourish 
someone by starving him, and 
you don’t make him useful by 
restraining him. 


I have a suggestion for the 
editor of the Lawrence Eagle 
Tribune. Lets cut funds supplying 
the military bureaucracy. The 
result would be less men, less 
weapons and less programs. 
Improvements would be sure to 
follow. 


The truth of the matter is that 


the defense budget rises 
unproportionately to other areas 
of spending each year. 


Rationalizations for this are 
abundant. It’s just too bad that 
education must suffer because of 
it.

GUIDELINES TO PROCEDURE 
FOR ELECTION OF CLASS 
OFFICERS AND STUDENT 
COUNCIL MEMBERS 


The steps necessary to become 

a candidate are: 
1. File a nomination petition, 
which must have ten signatures 
of Student Government 
Association Members. (Any 
student who has registered and 
paid his student activity fee is a 
member.) 

a. Each member may sign only 
one nomination paper for the 
President of the member’s class, 
one for the Vice-President of the 
member’s class, and one for the 
Secretary of the member’s class. 

b. Each Senior member may 
sign up to seven nomination 
papers for the Student Council. 

c. Each Freshman member 
may sign up to five nomination 
papers for the Student Council. 

d. Nomination papers are 
available from the Secretary to 
the Director of Student Activities 
in Room D112. They must be 
completed and returned to the 
Director of Student Activities. 
2. After a candidate has filed a 
petition for nomination, it must 
be determined by the election 
committee that he is eligible to 
run for office according to the 
following criteria: 

A. Senior Candidates: 

a. He must be in good 

"academic standing, as defined in 
the college catalog and the 
information handbook, and must 
meet the requirements of Article 
II, Part 3, a and b, of the Student 
Government Constitution. No 
student whose cumulative grade 
point average places him on 
probationary standing is eligible 
tg run for office. 

b. A student must have 
received credit for 30 semester 
hours or have completed 30 
semester hours at NECC. 

c. He must be carrying 15 or 
more credit hours this semester, 
and,.be a full-time matriculated 
student. 

B. Freshmen Candidates: 

a. A student must be 
‘carrying 15 or more credit hours, 


and be a full-time matriculated 
student. 

b. Student must not meet the 
criteria for senior candidacy. 

C. Ali Candidates: 

a. A student who holds any of 
the following officerships may 
hold no other position: Student 
Council - President, Vice- 
President, Treasurer, Secretary ; 
NECC Observer - Editor-in- 
Chief, Business Manager; 
Lumen -_ Editor-in-Chief, 
Business Manager. 

b. A student may be 
President or Chairman of only 
one organization. 

c. A student may be an 

officer in no more than two 
organizations. 
NO CAMPAIGNING IS 
PERMITTED UNTIL THE 
ELIGIBILITY LIST HAS BEEN 
POSTED. 

STUDENT GOVERNMENT 

The Student Government 
Association is the official 
governing organization of the 
student body. It is comprised of 
all the students in the college, in 
accordance with the constitution 
of the Student Government 
Association, who have paid their 
Student Activity Fee. 

STUDENT COUNCIL 

The Student Government 
Association is governed by the 
Student Council, which is 
composed of 12. elected 
members; seven seniors and five 
freshmen. These individuals are 
elected each spring and fall in 
accordance with the articles of 
the constitution. 

As the governing body, the 
Council (a) participates in the 
formation ' of student 
organization, (b) takes an active 
role in the assessment of student 
needs and wants in co-curricular 
and extra-curricular areas and 
(c) becomes involved with the 
expenditure of monies for a 
range of student activities. 

In short, the Council is first and 
foremost, a vehicle’ of 
communication. It acts and 
reacts to student need, 
generating the leadership to 
effect responsible student 
representation in all areas of the 
college. The avenues. of 
communication are open on all 
levels of the college community. 

Council meetings are open to 
all students. They are usually 
held once a week during those 
hours especially built into the 
schedule for organizational and 
extra-curricular activities. 

CLASS OFFICERS 

In addition to the Council, there 
is also a Freshman class and a 
Senior. class organization. The 
Freshman organization consists 
of a president, vice-president, 
and secretary, and the Senior 
organization consists of the same 
officers with the addition of a 
treasurer. 


Their function is much the 


same as that of council members, ~ 


but they usually deal with social 
activities. The freshmen, for 
example, traditionally sponsor a 
Christmas Semi-formal and the 
seniors, the Senior Dinner Dance. 
However, due to the flexibility of 
the roles, officers may become 
involved in many additional 
areas, contributing considerably 
to their class and the total college 
community. 
DESCRIPTION OF THE 
STUDENT ADVISORY “ 
COMMISSION 

Acting upon a recommendation 
from the Governor, the 
Legislature of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts has 
enacted into Law.a_ Student 
Advisory Commission to the 
Board of Regional Community 
Colleges. This commission 
consists of one elected 
representative from the student 
body at each of the community 
colleges under the jurisdiction of 
the Board. 


It is the purpose of this 
commission to discuss the 
mutual concerns of the 


Community Colleges of the 
Commonwealth and to make 
recommendations to the 
Regional Board, thus affording 
student representation on_ all 
levels of the community college 
system. 

Northern Essex Community 
College is to elect one individual 
as its representative to this 
Board. In turn, this advisory 
commission shall elect from 
among its membership, one 
individual to serve as a 
representative to the Board of 
Trustees of the State Colleges.

Registration 


begins Sept. 11 


The Physical Education 
Department of Northern Essex 
Community College will be 
offering a variety of recreational, 
carry-over, and leisure time 
activities this year. 

The courses are designed to 
better meet the changing needs 
of today’s young adult and are 
the direct result of a 
questionnaire given to students 
at Northern Essex in the fall of 
1971. 

There is one credit for each 
eight-week course and two 
credits for a semester course. A 
student may take up to three 
credits toward graduation. 

Grading in physical education 
is done on a pass, non-pass basis 
and is not recorded in the quality 
point index. 

Classes are held two times per 
week, two hours each session, for 
a total of four hours per week.

Education classes will begin 
Monday, Sept. 11, and run 
through Wednesday, Sept. 13. All 
classes by arrangement. Get all 
the information in the main gym 
on Monday, Sept. 11. 

Bill Hickey, a NECC grad, will 
teach fishermen fly and _ bait 
casting as well as wrestling, 
while golf and fencing may be 
learned from Haverhill native, 
Frank Healy. Steve Donahue 
will give net buffs a hand with 
their tennis game, as well as help 
out on the volleyball court, and 
for the woodsmen, Mike Cowels 
will instruct canoeing and 
backpacking. Other courses will 
be hiking, mountain climbing, 
cross-country skiing, and 
orienteering. 

Beal states that there is a 
growing trend across the country 


.to make physical education 


classes more> relevant and 
meaningful to the student, and 


-feels that this new program is a 


step in that direction for 
Northern Essex. 

To go along with these new 
ideas, the school is in the process 
of setting up a multi-purpose 
athletic field. 

Unfortunately, the field will not 
be put into use until next fall as 
the field must be seeded and 
allowed to set; however, the 
tennis courts and track, which 
will be made of a substance

called Rub-Kor (a mixture of 
rubber and cork), which is an all- 
weather surface, should be ready 
by the end of the month. 

There will be four handball 
courts and an outdoor basketball 
court, as well as the six tennis 
courts for use of the students and 
community as well. ; 

A baseball diamond will be 
installed, along with a_ utility 
field, to be used for field hockey, 
touch football and almost 
anything. 

This year the Northern Essex 
faculty rewelcomes to its ranks a 
young and enthusiastic man who 
will assume the role and 
responsibility of the school’s 
athletic director. 

After spending 12 years at the 
University of Massachusetts, 
Carl Beal came to. Northern 
Essex last year as the assistant 
athletics director. 

This year, Mr. Beal has the 
athletic program rolling in high 
gear, as he and his assistants will 
enter the school into a whole new 
field of sports and activities. 

“The ‘team sport theme’ 
should not be the focal point of 
our program,”’ claimed Mr. Beal. 
“We have a great need for all the 
students to be involved in sport 
and to make phys. ed. more 
meaningful.”’ 

This fall, the Department of 
Physical Education, Leisure 
Studies and Outdoor Education 
(which is the new name of the 
department), will concentrate 
heavily on outdoor activities, 
with Mr. Beal’s assistants 
serving in their specialized 
fields. 


Mary Kane and Marsha 
Clement will instruct Modern 
Dance, Slimnastics, and Filk 
Dance. 


Arnie Masse will coach Cross 
Country Track with Ted Turdryn 
instructing handball and 
conditioning. 

Outdoor survival skills and 
archery will be taught by Dave 
Sarrette. 

It is hoped that by next fall, 
N.E. will field a club soccer 
team. Jack Hess, an assistant to 
Beal, has quite a background in 
that sport and could possibly 
coach the Knights, and develop it 
into an inter-collegiate sport at 
Northern Essex. 

Beal, who hopes to use the 
space to its fullest capacity, is 
also looking to the future. 

There are between 12 and 15 
acres of woodland behind the 
school, and the new director, who 
is quite an outdoors man himself, 
as he caught 28 tuna this past 
summer, hopes to utilize the land 
for the students and not let it go 
as parking lot space. 

He hopes to develop outdoor 
educational centers, with nature 
trails, outdoor classrooms for 
biology, archery ranges and 
possibly an organic garden, and 
feels that the students can use 
this experience to become 
involved with the maintenance of 
ecology and perservation of life.
